The provincial table shows that 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Quebec, with 197 seats, there is not 
a single elected Progressive Con- 
servative, and Alberta is without.

Roosevelt. Seldom too, has a 
death caused such wide-spread re- 
gret. Those who strongly differed 
with him in life as well as those 
who agreed, felt alike, that in his 
passing had gone one who at- 
tempted to help his fellows. They 
began to think more of the man 
and his intent rather than on his 
particular way of carrying out his 
plans. — 

They thought of his character- 
istics, one of which was his fixed 
determination to overcome the ob- 
stacles before him. They noted his 
determination to overcome his 
physical affliction. They noted 
that same characteristic in his pub- 
lic life. 


And is that characteristic not 
one that a great many of us need 
today? And is it not one that pos- 
sibly we of the C.C.F. faith need 
to exert more than other political 
groups who are more fortunately 
financed or connected with gov- 
ernments which lend their aid at 
every turn, to some of which aid 
we feel we we are contributing. 


The most secluded recluse, the 
most absent-minded professor 
must realize there is an election 
before us. And, by the‘way, have 
you all read what the regular writ- 
er of “Main Street” in the official 
organ of the Social Credit party 
writes? After some comments on 
education, he adds this, ‘‘Univer- 
sity professors and the like know 
less about the real problems of 
life than the ordinary man on the 
street who has struggled through 
with just unhampered common- 
sense. If I was in a ‘jam’ about 
the last person I would go to for 
advice would be a University pro- 
fessor (unless of course I wanted 
to learn something about Com- 
munism, Atheism or Socialism.)”

Neither way will win an elec- 
tion. Complacency is an obstacle 
and must be stirred and defeatism 
another which must be overcome. 
Do you of the latter group realize 
for instance, that in many of the 
constituencies in the last provincial 
election there was no Liberal or 
Conservative candidate, but that 
in this federal there will be both. 
And the Liberals and the Conser- 
vatives did not support the C.C.F.?

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THEIR “FRANKNESS” 


SING such specious appeals as “Let’s be frank with 
Russia”, the organs of the economic bourbons of Canada 
and the United States are now booming William A. White’s 
book, “Report on the Russians’. As we have shown in this 
paper, White’s childish references to the “inefficiency” of 
Soviet industry and transportation are so stupid as fo be 
funny just at this time. Ask Hitler and his Generals about 
that Soviet “inefficiency” !

drill the other day. We pulled 
it up to the shop and after mak- 
ing a survey of the parts needed, 
my son said, “Dad, why don’t you 
make an application to buy a new 
one? We can’t use this old thing 
forever, you know.” 

I seid, ‘‘Well, we must be patri- 
otic and use the old thing as long 
as it will run, which will permit 
the materials and labor of a new 
drill to manufacture war ma- 
terials.” 

But my son said, ‘‘Well Dad, if 
we don’t soon buy’ some new ma- 
chinery it will all be worn out at 
the same time and we’ll have to 
have a full line of new machinery 
all at onee. We couldn’t afford 
that, could we?” 

I had to answer, ‘‘Well, we have 
enough Victory Bonds to buy some 
new machinery but I guess you’re 
right, we couldn’t hope to finance 
a whole new line in one year,” 
which got me to thinking, here is 
a problem that is confronting all 
other farmers. ; 

We think we’ve had quite a lot 
of prosperity and have had a com- 
fortable feeling that we had some 
money put by in bonds for after 


the war. But when we get to 
thinking about it we have let our 
machinery run down so that the 
bonds we have wouldn’t put our 
equipment back into the condition 
it was in in 1939. So in spite of 
the fact we have been paying in- 
come tax and putting some money 
into Victory Bonds, yet after the 
war we will find we have to buy 
a lot of machinery ,on time to get 
our equipment into as good an 
operating condition as it was be- 
fore the war. Which leads around 
to what kind of prices we will 
have after the war to buy this ma- 
chinery with. —

ALBERTA’S MEAGRE 
HEALTH PROGRAM 


An examination of the claims 
of the Alberta government book- 
let, “Progress,” which was printed 
in 1944, was made this week by 
Dr. Geneva Misener at the meet- 
ing of the Women’s C.C.F. Club 
at the home of Mrs. D. J. Christie. 

When the previous two-mill 
rate was discontinued in ATterta 
and the three-mill Social Service 
tax replaced it, the increased 


amount was to be used‘for free 
treatment of T.B., Dr. Misener ex- 
plained. After all expenditures 
were made, the Provincial Treas- 
ury had a surplus of $350,000, 
which was never used for the ser- 
vices promised, she stated. 

She referred to the fact that the 
recent Dominion Health Insurance 
report states that Saskatchewan 
and Ontario, which do have free 
T.B. treatment, are the only pro- 
vinces which meet the accepted 
standards for treatment. These 
two provinces have no lists of pa- 
tients waiting for beds, and they 
provide adequate hospitalization 
in Sanitoria, which is in sharp con- 
trast with Alberta, where there are 
long waiting lists, and where pa- 
tients are treated in general hos- 
pitals which are not equipped to 
give service to T.B. patients. 

The Dominion report attributes 
the low death rate in Saskatche- 
wan and Ontario, during the past 
five years, to early detection and 
prompt compulsory treatment, she 
said, whereas, Alberta, which has 
the lowest number of beds avail- 
able per death from T.B., has a 
mortality rate of from 10 to 12 
points higher than these two pro- 
vinces. '

wanted peace. But when the Brit- 
ish Tories were saying ‘Thank 
God for Hitler, he is saving Europe 
from Communism,” the leaders of 
the Labor Party were warning the 
country against the evil thing 
that was arising.

‘The Tories have been ex- 
cused for their “blindness,” but 
Halton doesn’t so excuse them. 
“Was it simply stupidity that 
made the Baldwin and Chamber- 
lain governments the most ¢atas- 
trophic in British history?’’ Halton 
asks, ‘I should like to think so,’ 
he adds, ‘‘distressing though it 
would be to acknowledge that. 
such myopia could exist among 
British prime ministers. But can 
it be only a gigantic coincidence 
that all the Liberal and Labor 
leaders of Britain were, as events 
have proved, clear-sighted and all 
the Conservatives but Churchill 
and his fellow-dissidents myopic? 
That the Left wanted collective 
action before it was too late while 
the Right called Hitler ‘a bul- 
wark against Communism?”

To ask the question, Halton 
says, is to answer it. ‘‘The British 
ruling class for which Baldwin 
and Chamberlain were but the 
spokesmen saw Fascism for what 
it was, for a force that was trying 
to stem the flood of history. They 
did not like Hitler and Mussolini; 
they did not like murderers and 
gangsters, but they had something 
else on their minds. Their strong- 
est instinct was property; and the 


mainspring of policy was their]. 


quite accurate realization that if 
Hitler, Mussolini and Franco and 
what they stood for were sup- 
pressed there would be an imme- 
diate growth throughout Europe 
of, at worst, Communism, and at 
best those _ socialist-democratic 
ideas which had come over the 
horizon of history to threaten 
their best-of-all-possible worlds. 
Fascism was an obnoxious thing to 
most of them, though by no means 
to all, but it was better than its 
alternative.”’

Half of Halton’s book deals 
with the period before the war 
when he was a correspondent for 
the Toronto Star in Europe. The 
other half is descriptive of the war 
in Africa. This part of the book 
is a grand piece of war reporting, 
dramatic but realistic. Indeed, the 
whole volume is a fine piece of 
writing by a man who feels as well 
as sees the events of his time. 
But although I said I'd like to see 
it made compulsory reading in our 
schools, | am sure it won’t be in 
Alberta. Halton’s contempt for 
the narrow nationalism and isola- 
tionism which brought the world 
to disaster and his scorn for the 
Jew-baiting which was one of the 
chief characteristics of Hitlerism, 
will make such a book as his “‘ver- 
boten” by the members of a pro- 
vincial government whose views on 
these matters would, I am sure, 
make the Alberta-born writer ex-
